Halifax, Dec. 28.— It is aaid that 
Halifax may Eoon have a line of steamers 
to tho Klondyke. Tho mission to Eng- 
land ol Capt, Jas. Farquaharaon, who 
left hero Beveral weeks ago, is behoved' 
to be connected with the scheme. It la 
aaid that ho goes with instructions to 
look up suitable ateauicra and ban au- 
thority to purchase. 



Klondyke Grievances Com in tr Be- 
lore the Government— Relief 
Supplies Advertised For. 



(From Our Own Correspondent.) 
Ottawa, Dec. 2S. — In official circlea it 
ia said that Mr. Sifton's visit to Wash- 
ington is merely one of courtesy, due to 
ttiB fact that General Alger, who waa 
coming to Ottawa, is in poor health. 
Whatever opinion ho forms he must 
communicate it to his colleaguea for ap- 
proval aa the Eettled policy of the gov- 
ernment. While desiroti8 of according 
tho trade of the Coast cities full protec- 
tion, yet the government ia anxious to 
work harmoniously with the United 
States. 

In regard to bonding through Yukon 
of American Roods destined for Alaska, 
the cuatoras department lias notified the 
Washington authorities that so eooh as 
reliable transportation companies are 
formed, which muat be in the near fu- 
ture, the government will accept a bond 
from such companies for proper trans- 
portation of dutiable goods through Can- 
adian territory. Until that time, how- 
ever, the government does not con- 
sider it practicable for a Canadian 
officer to accompany all American 
eooda through Canadian territory, 
the distance being so great, Theretoro 
it ia proposed to collect the duty at 
Tagish, and when the goods pass out of 
Canada at Ctttlahy the amount will be 
reinnded by the collector there on pre- 
sentation of the receipt given at Tagish. 

The government was notified to-day 
that a doputation of Yukon miners are 
en route to Ottawa to protest against the 
present unjust mining laws. They will 
interview Premier Laurier and hia col- 
leagues next Wednesday. 

Washington, Dec. 2S. — The expected 
conference between Secretary Alger and 
Minister Sifton did not take place to- 
day. Secretary Alger had overrated his 
Btroiigth and found that ho was not suf- 
ficiently recovered to undertake the 
work of arranging detailB for the relief 
expeditions. The Canadian visitors are 
to remain in Washington for a lew days, 
however, so that the conference ib mere- 
ly postponed for a short time. 

Captain Brainerd has been authorized 
to issue to-morrow the advertisement 
lor the supplies that arc to bo carried by 
the relief expeditions. 



HIGH JINKS IX THE FEN. 

Convicts nt St. Vincent dc Paul Unite in 
Defying TSieir Keepers. 

Montreal, Dec. 28. — (Sppcial — The 
convietB at St. Vincent do Paul peni- 
tentiary nre still in open revolt. Last 
night, for the third night rnnning, they 
created pandemonium bv clamorous 
shouts and blasphemy. Work in the 
shops is suspended. Acting Warden 
Foster, it is stated, is oppuly insulted by 
the more desperate convicts. 

THE " YANDOO " HOODOOED. 

Extraordinary Series of Fatalities Happen 
to a Yarmouth Crew. 

Halifax, Dec. 28,— (Special)— A cable 
from Bermuda says the Yarmouth ship 
Yandoo haB just put in there with the 
lose of her yards, and reports that on 
the 20th instant three of her crew were 
killed by tho (ailing yards, ami three 
others who jumped overboard in tho 
hope of escaping injury Irom the fall, 
were all drowned. Three more wero 
seriously injured. The day before these 
accidents one man was killed by fulling 
from aloft to the deck. Tito Vandoo was 
on a voyage from Cardiff to St. John, 
N. B. 

THE GOLDEN CACHE. 

The Company Said to Have Been Deceived 
by Free Gold in Pockets. 

Vancouver, Dec. 28.— (Special)— Mr. 
Skene the vico-preaident of tho Golden 
Cache was Been to-day by a Colonist re- 
porter regarding the rumor that Golden 
Cache was being manipulated. Mr. 
Skenoeaid: "The 30 day teat, the re- 
sult of which lias just been given, ia, aa 
far aa it goes a fair tOHt. The lact of tho 
matter ia that tho company have been 
deceived by the visible free gold which 
showed abundantly in pockota through 
tho ore ar d apart from the visible gold 
tho ore waa low grade." 

Prom another source it van learned 
that five tons of this pockety ore was put 
through and cleaned up some $215 a ton 
or one-third of what tho ontire 760 tons 
went. Without the pockety ore some 
$3.10 a ton waa obtained.

FORTNIGHTLY TO AUSTRALIA. 

The Mail Service to Be So Arranged Eroui 
Vancouver and San Francisco. 

(From Our Own Correspondent.) 
Ottawa, Dec. 28. — The Premier of 
New Zealand hae cabled the Postmaater- 
General to-day that the New Zealand 
legislature having passed the mail sub- 
sidy bill, the alternate services to Van- 
couver and San Francisco will com- 
mence on the 8th proximo. Hitherto 
the BteamerB carrying the mails from 
San Francisco have sailed sometimes 
within a day or so of the Vancouver 
steamora, but under the new arrange- 
ments made by the New Zealand govern- 
ment the San FranciBCO mails must bo 
carried at dates intermediate with thoBO 
of the Vancouver maila, so that from 
Canada and the United States the result 
will be a fortnightly mail. The first mail 
under the new arrangements will leave 
Vancouver on February 10. 

A VENTURE "iN LUMBER. 

Five million Feet to Be Rafted from Port- 
land to San Francisco. 

Portland, Ore., Dec. 28.— Within the 
next few months a raft containing 5,000,- 
000 feet of lumber will be constructed in 
this city and towed to San Francisco by 
the firm of Inman and Poulaon, owners 
of a large lumber interest here. The 
raft will be 356 feet long and 53 feet 
wide. Several rafts of piling have been 
towed from the Columbia river to San 
Francisco, but traQic in sawed lumber ia 
a new undertaking. 

PECULIAR Ho'niCIDE CASE. 

The Victim Refuses Evidence in Gratitude 
for Past Favors. 

New York, Dec. 28.— John Healy died 
to-day in a hoapital from the ellecta of 
atab wounda inflicted by George H. 
Lincoln. The circumatancea of the 
homicide are peculiar and only became 
known to-day. Healy had been out of 
work for aome time. Lincoln, who ia 
married, befriended him and the two 
men were the beat of frienda. On Christ- 
ians day Lincoln entered his home in- 
toxicated and threatened to strike his 
wife. Healy pleaded for her and the 
woman ran into another room. When 
she returned, after hearing Bounds of a 
struggle, she found Healy covered with 
blood. Her hueband had gone to the 
hospital. Lincoln, who waB only alight- 
ly stabbed, waa arrested on hia way to 
the hospital and brought to Healy's bed- 
side. Healy positively denied that he 
had ever seen Lincoln, and he died to- 
day, refusing to implicate the man who 
had befriended him. Lincoln waa re- 
manded to await the action of the coro- 
ner's jury. He will probably be charged 
with homicide. 



BETWEEN TWO WILLS. 

Rich American Bungled Both So That 
Neither May Be Valid. 

Paris, Dec. 28.— Dr. Rudolph Evans, 
the only surviving brother of the late 
Dr. Thomas W. Evans, the famous 
American dentiBt, who died in Paris on 
November 14, arrived here yesterday 
with his wife and son. It is learned 
from reliable sources that the original 
will of Dr. Evans, drawn up by Mr. 
Arthur K. Valois, of New York, tho at- 
torney of deceased, was bo badly copied 
by Dr. Evans, who also amended it and 
added several codicils, that it is very 
doubtful if it ia legal. 

It also appeara that Dr. Evans made 
two wills, one for the United States, and 
another for France, which waa sworn by 
the translator, who demands 35,000 
for the translation, and having found 
the differences in the two wills, he re- 
fused to deliver until both are probated 
here. The United States consul, how- 
ever, insiatB that the wills be handed to 
him for verification. This adds to the 
complications. 

Mr. Evans who, if Iub brother died in- 
testate, iB entitled to half the fortune 
of deceased, which after all only amounts 
to exactly $4,000,000, only received $10,- 
000, therefore he is determined to fight 
the will.

SUSPENSION OF MAILS. 

Many Thousand Letters Noav 
Stalled Half Way. 



Why No Royalty Has Yet Been Col- 
lected— Pay Creeks for Every- 
body—Description of the 
Life at Dawson. 



Newapapera sold at DawBon for $1.50 
each laat September, and a man who 
carried in an armful of New York, 
Chicago, San Franciaco and Victoria 
publications, several weeka older than 
they might have been, made quick pro- 
fit on arrival by aelling them on eight at 
that figure. "I would willingly have 
paid that price for a copy of the 
Colonist," Baid Mr. Richard Shaw 
yesterday, "but the carrier had 
none left when I saw him. 
Dawson has been completely cut off 
from the news of the world. Newspapers 
are refused transmission in the mails and 
the letters taken by the Mounted Police 
from the coast have got no further than 
Little Salmon, where there were 1,000 
pounds of them when I passed out. I 
am told that more than a dozen letters 
have been sent to me from home, but I 
did not receive one. No letters have 
been received aince the laat trip of the 
United Statea mail carrier from Juneau, 
and no mail has been sent out over the 
ice." 

Tho average letter weigha less than 
half an ounce, bo that if Mr. Shaw's 
statement aa to the weight of tho cor- 
respondence Btalled at Little Salmon ia 
correct, there are about 30,000 letters 
there. 

The isolation from the world resulting 
from this failure to maintain mail com- 
munication Mr. Shaw considers one of 
the most trying features of life in the far 
North. The cold of winter, spoken of 
most prominently in the list of Yukon 
privations, causes leas actual suffer- 
ing than do the mosquitoes, the 
plague of the eumtner monthB, and 
though the average day waa about 
32 degreea below zero for some time be- 
fore Mr. Shaw left, and the thermometer 
Had registered ae low aa 70, outdoor 
work had been regularly carried on with 
few caaes of sorious frost-bites. 

Speaking of the recent reduction in 
wages from $1.50 to $1 per hour, which 
latter figure leaves a very small margin 
for tho thrifty workman to Bave to bring 
out with him, Mr. Shaw says: 

" Those who don't want to work for 
wages can prospect for themselves. 
There is plenty of promising ground un- 
occupied, and there will be, too, 
after the tens of thouaanda ex- 
pected to arrive in the spring 
appear on the scene. There are 
hundreds of creeks not yet touched 
that ought to be just as good as those 
now being worked. The locations now 
extend perhaps forty miles from Dawson 
City, for distances soon become great 
when each mile takes in but ten claims. 
But it puzzles me how the coming host 
can possibly get in their provisions. 

"I left because it appeared that I 
might have to go hungry before spring 
if 1 stayed. I do not believe that there 
will be any actual starvation, but 
it aeems impossible to avoid a Bhort- 
ago of provisions. When the Mounted 
Police cannot as they Bay get in oven 
the letters, how are they going to man- 
age tons of provisions? That ia how 
hundreds of those who have come out 
liavo argued. There are some provisions 
yet in the atorea, held back for emer- 
gencies, but they have run out of flour. 
I know what I am talking about, be- 
cause I worked at the " A.C." store un- 
til it was closed. My partners McNeill 
and Daley — who remained, with juat 
enough provisions— are working at min- 
ing. 

" Hunker creek iB the latest to which 
there has been any ' stampede,' and is na 
good as any except Eldorado. Nothing 
else haB been discovered in the Klon- 
dyke that compares with Eldorado. I 
heard of no rich strikes on Quartz creek, 
and tho man who telle ol excitement 
about that locality inuet have claims to 
sell.

JAPAN SCENTS A WAR. 



Her Navy Sent Out Fully Equipped 
and lieaily for a Battle 
to Begiii. 



New Ministry to Be Formed to Deal 
Vigorously With the Chin- 
ese Situation. 



London, Dec. 20. — A special despatch 
from Shanghai dated yesterday Bays: 
" It is reported that Japanese war ves- 
sels are waiting near Goto island, out- 
side Nagasaki, fully equipped for war 
and only awaiting instructions. This in- 
cludes the InaBhiina and Fuji, two of the 
iinest vessels in the Japanese navy, and 
the Chen Yuen, which waB captured 
from China. The Japaneso fleet, it is 
understood, iB acting in close touch with 
the British squadron under vice- 
Admiral Sir Alexauder Buller, com- 
mander-in-chief of the China station,. 

Japan will certainly oppose a perma- 
nent occupation by KusBia of Port Ar- 
thur. The sudden dissolution of the 
Japanese diet was due to the war spirit. 
It iB expected that the Japanese fleet 
will attempt to prevent tlio landing of 
reinforcements from Odessa for the pro- 
tection of the Russian trans-Asiatic rail- 
way in Manchuria. 

London, Dec. 29, — A despatch to the 
Times from Kobe, Japan, says the disso- 
lution of the diet has greatly angered the 
political parties. It is probable that the 
Marquis Ito, former premier, and Count 
Okuma, a former foreign minister, will 
form a coalition ministry with a vigor- 
ous foreign policy. The military party 
is eager for action. Extraordinary ac- 
tivity prevails at the military and uaval 
departments and warships are assem- 
bling at Nagasaki. 

Washington, Dec. 2S— The Japanese 
minister has not yet been advised of the 
resignation of the entire cabinet and he 
feels that though the resignations may 
have been tendered, the emperor will not 
accept them until it becomes apparent 
that an entirely new cabinet under Mar- 
quis Ito can be formed. Ito has been in 
private life much of the time since his 
notable achievement during the Chinese- 
Japanese war and it is not believed lie is 
ready to return to the cabinet. He is 
strong, however, with all parties and has 
people behind him bo that lie may again 
assume the premiership if the emergen- 
cies demand it. 

The Yokohama despatch refers to 
Marquis Saico as the present premier 
which is said at the legation to be an in- 
accuracy, as Marquis Matsugato has 
been premier "up to this time, with Mar- 
quis Saigo as minister of marine. The 
reference in the despatch to the public 
sentiment in Japan for a strong minis- 
try, capable of coping with the situation 
in the East, is one of the first intima- 
tions direct from Japan that she may 
take a hand in the controversy centering 
in China. While he has received 
official advices as to the purposes of his 
government, Mr. Hoshi expresses the 
personal conviction that Japan will not 
be quick to enter into the controversy, 
but will maintain an independent and 
neutral attitude for the present, at 
least. 

Vienna, Dec. 28.— The News Wiener 
publishes an interview with Sir Charles 
Dilke, who is considered a high author 
ity on foreign affairs. He says that the 
situation in Eastern Asia is very threat 
ening and that he knows for certain that 
Japan is making warlike preparations 
with great activity. 1 That country 
seems to project an attack on China 
or Korea. Sir Charles declares that he 
has no faith in Japan's pacific profes- 
sions. He reminded the interviewer 
that Great Britain occupied Port Hamil- 
ton in 18S") and 1SS7, and said that the 
British need a naval station in North 
China. 

Odessa, Dec. 28. — It is reported that 
two first-class cruisers, with a large 
number of extra marines, have been 
ordered to join the Russian squadron in 
Chinese waters.

RUSSIA'S SEIZURE IN KOREA 

In Violation of Her Treaty With Japan- 
Appropriated the Revenues. 

Tacoma, Dec. 28.— A copy of the pe- 
culiar and remarkable contract under 
which Russia seized the Korean finances 
and customs and thereby forced out 
McLeavy Brown, the representative of 
English interests recently, and which so 
olt'ended England that the British Pacific 
squadron has been despatched to Che- 
mulpo, near Seoul, the capital of Korea, 
has been received hero. 

Translation reveals the fact that Rus- 
sia not only oeized the finances and 
customs of Korea, hut proposed to hold 
forever the same, notwithstanding that 
in her treaty with Japan, after the 
China-Japanese war, she specifically 
agreed to join with Japan in maintain- 
ing the independence of Koroa, nnd not 
to do any act that would jeopardize 
Japan'B influence there. 

Japan has thus far observed the Russo- 
Japanese treaty regarding Korea, bat in 
the above contract Russia has not only 



offended Japan, but arouBed England, j 
McLeavy Brown, however, refused to 
accept his dismissal and returned his 
discharge to the Emperor of Korea. He 
appealed to the British consul and the 
latter reported the situation to England. 

MANITOBA AND NORTHWEST. 

Semi-Official Investigation of the School 
System-Mild Weather In the 
Territories, 

Winnipeg, Dec. 28.— (Special)— C. H. 
Beaucheno, one of the editors of La 
Patrie, Montreal, is here. Mr. Beau- 
chene is in the West for tho purpose cf 
looking into the educational system of 
Manitoba in the interest of the Lan- 
der government, and after a short stay 
in the province will proceed into the Ter- 
ritories. 

The weather all the way from the 
Rocky Mountains to Winnipeg has been 
exceptionally mild to-day. The lowest 
registered by the thermometer all along 
the line was zero, while at Medicine Hat 
yesterday the mercury went up to 73 
degrees above. 

There iB great demand here for dogs 
for the Yukon. Agents are now securing 
them at the Indian posts on Lake Win- 
nipeg. 

Col. Ruttan, city engineer, left to-day 
for Montreal. Ho will visit a number of 
the cities for the purpose of inspecting 
methods of disposing of garbage, with a 
view to obtaining information for the 
guidance of the city fathers in adopting 
a By s tern here, 

C.B.R. PROFITS. 

An Increase of More Thnn Two Millions for 
the Year. 

Montreal, Dec. 28 — (Special) — In 
November, 1897, the groBB earningB of 
the C.P.R. were $2,510,451; working 
expenses, $1,350, 71S; net profits, $1,189,- 
733. In November, 189(3, the net profits 
were $8(32,1-18. 

For the eleven months ending Novem- 
ber 30, 1897, the figures are: Grosa 
earnings, $21,720,792 ; working expenses, 
$12,170,471; net profitB,;$9,250,321. For 
the eleven months ending November 30, 
1890, there were net profits of $7,183,149. 
The increase in net profits over the same 
period last year is, therefore, for No- 
vember $327, 5S4; and from January 1 
to November 30, $2,007,172. 



NEWFOUNDLAND FISHERIES. 

French Government ^nxious to Keep the 
Trans-Atlantic Steamers Away 
From Them.; 

Paris, Dec. 28. — It is estimated that 
the time of the passage of thevesselBof 
the Compagnie Generale Trans-Atlanti 
que, plying between Havre and New 
York, will be lengthened by three 
hours by the action of the com- 
pany in agreeing to the request of 
M. Boucher, minister of commerce and 
industry, that the steamers of that line 
Bhall not cross the banks of Newfound- 
land during the fishing season, which 
extends from April to November. M. 
Hanotaux, minister of foreign affairs, 
will try to arrange for the holding of an 
international congress to procure a sim- 
ilar undertaking for all the foreign 
steamship companies. 



THE RACE FOR AFRICA. 

Natives Rejoice at British Success in Com 
petition With the French. 

Lagos, West Coast of Africa, Dec. 28, 
— llesha and Berehara, important Barilli 
towns, have been occupied by the Lagos 
Ilausaa. Tho inhabitants are enthuBias 
tic over the presence of the British flag, 
aB they feared an attack from Frencl 
native troops who are endeavoring to 
force themselves on the Barrilla country 
and are devastating it. 

TH E PANAMA CANA L 

Company Hope That the United States Will 
Eventually Accept Their 
Scheme. 

Pakis, Dec. 28.— At the half-yearly 
meeting of the Panama canal company 
to-day a report was read holding out the 
prospect of some definite scheme being 
submitted toward the end of next year. 
The report mentions the United States 
Xicaraguan commission and promises 
full facilities and a hearty welcome to 
the commissioners when they visit the 
Panama works. It expresses the con- 
viction that the United States congress 
and people will eventually accept the 
Panama scheme. 



INDIAN REBELS HUMBLED. 

British Report That the Disorderly Tribes- 
men Have Had Enough of 
Fighting. 

London, Dec. 28.— A despatch from 
Peshawur says; " The British columns 
have returned from Khybor Puss, after 
punishing, with slight oppisition, the 
Kakka-Khels in the Baziar valley. 
Military operations on the frontier are 
now concluded. Every Afridi and Orak- 
zai village has been visited. 

It now appears that the enemy's 
losses have been more severe than waB 
at first believed and out of all propor- 
tion to their possible fighting strength. 
Their trade with our centres for the nec- 
essaries of life has been closed and their 
autumn tillage prevenled. The sub- 
mission of tho Orakzais is now com- 
pleted. Many hitherto unknown strat- 
egetical frontier routes have been sur- 
veyed and mapped out. 

the vaunted prestige of tho Afridis 
has been lowered and their punishment 
has paved tho way for tho permanent 
settlement of the country. It is firmly 
believed that, cut off from India, and 
threatened with a re-invasion of their 
country in the spring, they will now 
submit. It is also expected that inter- 
nal friction resultingfrom the operations 
will prove almost aa severo a punish- 
ment as the operations themaelves. 



Surprised at Russia. 

London, Dec. 28.— The Constantinople 
correapondent of the Times says that at 
tho last meeting of the ambassadors of 
tho powers tho Russian representative 
created surprise by proposing Prince 
George of Greece as governor of Crete. 
The proposal was coldly received. 



KNOCKOUT BY MINISTERS. 

Those of Buffalo Secure a Decision Against 
Glove Contests. 

Buffalo, Dec. 28. — JuBtice John 
Woodward thiH. afternoon gave hie deci- 
sion in the proceedings instituted by 
Rev. Byron H. Starrer and other minis- 
ters to stop clove contests in this city. 
The decision is a victory for the minis- 
ters ao far as it sustains their contention 
that the ticketB for local prize fighting 
were Bold without actual regard to club 
membership. An appeal will be taken 
from JuBtice Woodward's decision. 



VENEZUELA FORGIVES ALL. 

Diplomatic and Trade Relations With Great 
Britain Cordially Renewed. 

New York, Dec. 2S. — Mail advices 
from Caracas, Venezuela, report that 
the official reception by the government 
of Venezuela of Mr. William Henry 
Doveton Haggart, accredited aa miniater 
resident of the British government to 
Venezuela, took place at Caracas on 
December 11. The resumption of diplo- 
matic relations means a resumption of 
commercial add trade relations between 
England and Venezuela. Pledges of mu- 
tual confidence were exchanged between 
Minister Haggart and President Crespp 
and there is every indication that the 
former friendship that existed betweon 
the two countries has once more been 
fairly established. At 4 p.m. the car- 
riage of the President, which had been 
sent for Mr. Haggart, arrived at the fed- 
eral palace, and the minister was driven 
betweon a double line of troops, who 
saluted his arrival, while the national 
band played " God Save the Queen." 



FITZSIM1IONS IN THE RING. 

By His Wife's Permission He Will Meet 
Any First-Class Fighter Offering. 

Chicago, Dec. 28. — Martin Julian to- 
day made the following signed state- 
ment: " Fitzsimmona will defend his 
right to the title of champion. Mrs. 
Fitzsimmons has released him from his 
promise of retirement." Referring to 
the conditions on which Fitzsirnmons 
will fight Corbett and McCoy, Julian's 
statement says : 

" The conditions are as follows: Let 
Corbett beat a man like Maher or 
Choynski and establish biB right as a 
member of Bob's class ; let McCoy beat 
his way up to a commanding position 
and come along with his challenge after- 
wards; but firBt McCoy must fight a fit 
opponent at the middleweightjimit, and 
not at catch weights." 

The statement concludes as follows: 
" I am not going to allow Mr. Fitzsirn- 
mons to accept ofl'ers from inferior men. 
When the proper time comes Fitzsirn- 
mons will meet them all one after the 
other in the same ring." 



SOMETHING BIG COMING. 

Klondyke Scheme on a Mammoth Scale by 
American and British Capitalists. 

New York, Dec. 28.— J. Bruce Ismael, 
of the White Star Line, announced yes- 
terday that II. M. KerEey, the American 
agent of the line, decided two montliB 
ago to resign and would cease to repre- 
sent tho company on Friday. Mr. Ker- 
sey will be associated with a syndicate 
of American and British capitalists in 
the Klondyke scheme on an unpre- 
cedented scale. 



THE RELIEF ARRANGEMENTS. 

Canada Will Permit the Passage of the 
United States Military Party. 

Washington, Dec. 28.— Upon the ad- 
vice of the Canadians now here it ap- 
pears likely that Skaway will be choBen 
instead of Dyea aa the terminal point of 
the relief expeditions. The reason for 
this choice is said to be the fact that 
Skaway has wharves at which ships can 
discbarge cargoes directly, while at Dyea 
there are nothing but lighters to land the 
goods. Mr. Sifton said to-night that he 
hoped to conclude his visit within the 
next two days, and there was no doubt 
that the two governments could make 
arrangements which would be mutually 
beneficial in extending relief to the 
Klondykers. 

The minister's attention waH called to 
reports that Canada might not be will- 
ing to co-operate in the use of the mili- 
tary arrangement of tho government as 
provided by the bill which recently be- 
came law. He said, however, that he 
apprehended no difficulty in that direc- 
tion, as tho only purpose of the two gov- 
ernments waB to effect the relief in the 
most feasible way possible. 

There appears to be no desire on tho 
part of the Canadian officials to inter- 
pose any technical obstacles to the 
execution of relief measures, and for 
this reason it is expected a satisfactory 
arrangement will be reached within the 
next two days.

until recently. If there is danger of tte 
extinction of the Fribyloff herd, it would 
be an excellent commercial venture to 
start a new one. Canada is, we believe, 
the only country in tho world in a posi- 
tion to do this, and the unique position 
of the Dominion in thiB regard ought not 
to remain unutilized. The policy we 
recommend would bBa very popular one, 
and would attract tho attention of the 
world. It would alao cast a flood of light 
upon the sealing question, by showing 
the real nature uf the monopoly which 
inspires the unreasonable conduct of the 
United States government. 



A STARTLING PROPOSITION. 

Mr. Richard Shaw's statements con- 
tained in thiB morning's Colonist, as to 
the number of people employed on the 
Klondyke and the wages they are get- 
ting, afford ground for some very serious 
thinking. A monthly pay-roll of $1,250,- 
000 means, one would Buppose, an out- 
put of at least twice as much gold, or 
$2,500,000 a month, which in its turn 
means $30,000,000 a year. Mr. Shaw 
does not figure out that there will 
bo such a vaBt amount of gold produced 
in the new fields, nor do we. He simply 
relates the facts, as they come under his 
observation, and we add nothing to 
them. One man can judge of the cor- 
rectness of the conclusion as well as an- 
other. It seems easier to concedo it to 
be right than to suggest plausible rea 
sons why it should be very far wrong. 
It seems incredible that the Klondyke 
can yield in any one year the >'ast 
Bum above mentioned, but if they are 
producing nothing, why are men being 
paid $15.00 a day? It seems safe to as 
Bume that when a man is .paying another 
such wageB, he is going to make some- 
thing out of the operation himself 
It ia to be borne in mind that 
only a very small proportion 
of the population of Klondyke 
are living in idleness or engaged in non 
productive operations. With many 
people working at such wages, a vast 
amount in value rnuBt be produced, 
Whether the mine-owners are able or 
unable to make as much profit as the 
wages amount to may be an open queB 
tion; but it is certain that what is paid 
in wages will have to come out of tiie 
country. It is not a caBe where the 
same money is handled over and over 
again. The mine-owners are paying 
their workmen out of the proceeds of the 
mines, and they do not handle the nug 
gets a second time for that purpose, a 
men do money circulating in other locali- 
ties. It" a Victoria concern pays out 
wages, it is likely to get the money back- 
again ; but when a Klondyke miner pays 
his men, he does it with gold taken 
out of the ground, and no one pays it 
back to him again, for he has nothing to 
sell but gold. Therefore, if there are 
1,000 people working in the mines on 
the Klondyke, and receiving $15 per day 
each in wages, this means $15,000 a day, 
which comes to $450,000 a month if they 
work every day of the week, including 
Sundays, and it is all actually 
mined. If the number of employees is 
2,000, the pay-roll is $000,000 a month, 
and so on. Anyone can figure the 
thing out for himself. The gold to 
pay these people ia, aa we have said, 
being taken out of the ground and will 
be brought out of the country. All of 
which goes to show that the prospect is 
that there will be a great deal of gold to 
come out of the Yukon next vear. 



SEALS IN HUDSON'S BAY. 

A Washington despatch to the New 
• York Herald, printed in the Colonist 
yesterday, spoke of the seal skina taken 
by the Hudson's Bay company in the 
hay from which the corporation takes its 
name, stating that the number of Buch 
skins ia between 15,000 and 20,000. The 
letter does not expressly Bay so, hut the 
language used conveys the idea that 
these skina are of fur seals, such ag are 
taken in the Pacific ocean. As a matter 
of fact there never was a fur seal taken 
in the Atlantic ocean or in any of the 
gulfs, bays or seas connected with it. 
What are taken in Hudson's bay are 
hair seals. 

In tho opinion of competent authority 
the only reason why fur seals are not 
found in Hudson's bay ia because no 
attempt haa been made to introduce 
thorn to those waters, which we are told 
are in every way fitted for their propaga- 
tion. Wo recommend this matter to 
the consideration of the department of 
marine and fisheries, We believe it 
would bo excellent policy to procure tho 
nucleus of a seal herd and place it in 
Hudson's bay, permitting it to increase 
for a number of years without 
molestation, and after that providing 
for tho slaughter of tho animals 
under such restrictions as would prevent 
their extinction. The experiiuunt would 
not 1)0 a costly one, and if it proved sue- 
eessful, aa wo are assured it would, tho 
gain to the Dominion would he great. 
We think that under tho law of nations 
Hudson's bay is a closed sea, and as 
such would bo wholly under the control 
of Canada. It ia somowhat unfortunate 



RECIPROCAL 

COASTING PRIVILEGES. 

Responding to our invitation thePoBt- 
Intelligencer discusses tho subject of 
mutual concessions between Canada and 
the United StateB in regard to coasting 
and river navigation in the Pacific North- 
west. Our contemporary thinks the 
Colonist's arguments are specious, but 
it does not assent to them. It should 
show, if it can, wherein thoae arguments 
are defective. We believe that shipping 
men will agree with us that Canada has 
aa much to oiler in this rogard aa the 
United States, and from a business point 
of view the subject ia one that ought not 
to be dismissed in a cavalier fashion. 

It will be very greatly to the advantage 
of the United States steamboat com- 
panies on the Yukon to be able to bill 
freight from St. Michael's to all Yukon 
points, without having to transfer to 
British bottoms at Dawson. It will he 
of great advantage to United States 
Bteamboat companies to be able to do a 
businesB between all points on the Stick- 
een river. It will bo to the advantage 
of United States ocean steamship com- 
panies to be able to do business between 
all points on the British Columbia sea- 
board. On the other hand it will bo to 
the advantage of Canadian ocean steam- 
ship companies to be ablo to do buaineBa 
between all points in Alaska and to 
Canadian steamboat owners, doing busi- 
ness upon the Yukon to be able to carry 
freight and passengers between points 
on the Alaskan portion of that river, ft 
is not easy to say on which side the bal- 
ance of advantage would be. Much 
would depend upon the enterprise of the 
transportation companies and tho man- 
ner in which they utilized the new op- 
portunities for doing business. 

The Post-Intelligencer in its haete 
quite misunderstood what the Colonist 
said, or has a very poor appreciation of 
the West Coast of British Columbia. 
The Colonist did not suggest that 
United States steamshipB might want to 
stop at Stickeen on their way to Dyea, 
for that is in itsell an absurdity. An 
ocean going steamer could not call at 
any point on the Stickeen in Canadian 
territory. What we spoke of was the 
probability that as the West CoaBt of 
British Columbia developes it would 
doubtless be found very much to the ad- 
vantage of L'nited States steamships on 
their way to Alaskan porta to be able to 
make calls at points along nearly a 
thousand miles of coaBt line, where 
there are many properties now in 
course of development. We were 
not discussing things as they 
are this week, or even as they 
are likely to be next year. It would not 
be worth while to discuss the subject at 
all from that limited point of view, for 
there iB not enough businesB done now 
to mako the matter worthy of considera- 
tion. Both sides can get along very sat- 
isfactorily as things now are, if business 
dees not increase, If, however, the pro- 
gress of the Northwest Coast is what wo a 11 
expect it to be, both Canada and the 
United States have much to gain from 
the adoption of such a policy as we sug- 
gested, and we believe that when tho 
Post-Intelligencer comes to understand 
the matter, it will Bee that it haa been 
in haste to condemn what is perhaps 
more to the benefit of its own people 
than it is to Canadians. Matters of this 
kind cannot be measured with the same 
accuracy as a chemist puts up a pre- 
scription, hut we think out statement of 
the case was not unfavorable to the 
l'nited States, nor made any undue 
claim on behalf of what Canada has to 
oiler. 



A Shanghai despatch of yesterday an- 
nounces that the British fleet has 
anchored at Port Hamilton and that the 
Japanese fleet has also rendezvoused 
there. Port Hamilton iB on an island at 
tho southern extremity of Corea. A 
despatch of the 20th inst., which did net 
reach Victoria in conaequonce of the 
interruption of telegraphic communica- 
tion, said that seventeen British war- 
ships were off Chemulpo, Corea, and 
had compelled the king to replace Mr. 
Brown at the head of the cuBtomB de- 
partment, from which position he was 
ousted not long ago at the alleged in- 
stance of RuEsia. It was added that 
thirty Japanese warships were in close 
proximity to tho British fleet and would 
co-operate with the latter in a demon- 
stration. Things look aa if John Bull 
had made up hia mind to take a hand in 
the Oriental game. 

Tim dark and mysterious insinuations 
of the evening paper as to the sealers 
would be the better for some explana- 
tion. Does our contemporary propose 
that the Canadian government shall re- 
pudiate the award? If it doea not, why 
does it persist in insinuating that tho 
aealera have yet to be heard from and 
t^at the matter ia not yet settled. We 
do not suppose that what it says will 
have any influence one way or the other, 
but it would bo very much wiser if, in- 
stead of endeavoring to convince the 
sealers that tho award may bo set aside, 
it would join tho Colonist in demand 
ing that the Dominion government 
shall take into consideration their 
claims to compensation either in the 
way of interest or an allowanco to cover 
legal expenses. 

Some of the authorities in Washing- 
ton, D.C, are considerably exercised 
over the alleged discovery of what they 
are pleaeed to call an "inland eea " in 
Alaska, said " Eea " consisting of a lake 
100 miles long. A high geographical 
personage says he eees no reason to doubt 
the report. Wo cannot conceive why 
he should doubt it. Alaska ia a big 
country and a lako 100 miles long would 
take up a very little space on its sur- 
face. But why call it an " inland sea"? 
Lake Teslin is nearly 100 miles long; 
some people say it ia less, others more, 
but up to very recently it has been sup- 
posed to be at least 100. No one haa 
ever thought oi making a fuss over it aa 
an inland Eea. We cannot think of any 
reason why all the good things should 
be on the Canadian side of the 141=t me- 
ridian. We have big lakes and big riv- 
ers, with gold and copper deposits on 
their shores. Why should there not be 
some in Alaska? There may be some- 
thing in the idea that Providence put the 
good things in Canada, because Cana- 
dians know how to govern a country, but 
all the same there may be a few on the 
Alaskan side of the meridian.

Something— in all probability tho 
stormy weather— is detaining the steam 
freighter J. 0. Card, which left New 
Westminster for Victoria about a week 
ago, and which since leaving James 
island on Sunday has not been seen by 
passing vessels. The ateamor haB a full 
load of produce consigned to the Brack- 
man A Ker Co., and up till late yester- 
day evening this firm had received no 
tidings of the missing boat although 
they do not fear that anything aerious has 
happened to her. Should anything have 
occurred, however, the company's inter 
eats are Becure, as the vessel's cargo ia 
fully insured. The steamer Fingal, 
another atich a freighter as the Card, 
was in port yesterday with a similar 
cargo aa the Card ia bringing. She 
was anchored in lea of James island all 
Sunday waiting for the weather to clear 
up a little before proceeding to port. 
She reports that tho Card left the same 
shelter at o'clock on Sunday morning, 
and herein comes in the re- 
markable feature of the Card's long 
abaence. It iB possible that finding 
the Bea too rough after venturing out 
the Card put about, but in this case be- 
ing not more than a three-hour run from 
Victoria one would imagine that some of 
the many Bteamera which pass to and 
fro every day would have seen the ves- 
sel. Then again, if the vessel got into 
trouble it is generally thought that some 
of her crew would have gone to Sidney 
to telephone for assistance. The Card 
is a new vessel, having only been 
launched at New Westminster three 
months ago. She resembles the Fingal 
and Stat fa in appearance and model and 
is large enough to weather a good storm.

Aa mentioned in the Colonist several 
days ngo, considerable comment was 
aroused last week through the Dominion 
government steamer Quadra having 
halted on her way to search for the 
missing men of the wrecked Cleveland 
and spent a day or more in rounding uj 
Indians who had been engaged in loot- 
ing the unfortunate vessel.

as looking for lost boats an impossibil- 
ity. The captain of the Quadra has, ac- 
cording to the Cleveland's people, been 
most zealous in doing all that man could 
do to promote their comfort and safety, 
and he ftels somewhat keenly the impu- 
tation that he allowed anything to stand 
in the way of his aearch for the missiuL' 
men. As a matter of fact, he declares 
that he did not.

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MILLIONS GALOKE. 

Continued from page One. 



" There are any number of claims for 
eale. All one baa to do to record a claim 
is to stake five hundred feet on Borne 
promising cieek uou yet taken up and 
make oath that he haB found colore. 
The oath in many cases appears 
to bo no impediment. You can- 
not tell anything about your claim until 
you work it, becausa even on a rich 
creek thore are many claims whoro no 
paystreak can bo found, the gold having 
slid over the slippery clay bottom in- 
Btend of remaining on deposit as found 
on claims above and below. 

" It is true that thore has been no roy- 
alty collected bo far, but that is not, aa 
bas been stated, because the police have 
deferred to the indignation expressed by 
the miners, and are awaiting 
Major Walsh's arrival. There ia 
no such good luck. The reaBon 
no royalty has been collected is 
simply that there has been practically no 
gold actually recovered. It ia only in 
winter, when the water does not run, 
that sinking, drifting and takiug]out the 
gravel can be carried on ; and it ib only 
in Bummer, when there is a good supply 
of running water, that the gravel can bo 
put through the sluices and the gold 
saved. This washing will be In general 
operation next June, and then the police 
will reap the harvest for the govern- 
ment." 

Mr. Shaw did not venture any esti- 
mate of the gold that will be washed up 
in the spring, but he said that from 
5,000 to 0,000 is the generally accepted 
number of men in the Klondyke district. 
Thore are always three or four hundred 
temporarily out of work about Dawson 
City, and the gamblers and sports gen- 
erally, besides others in the town, have 
further to be deducted from the total of 
producers. Taking, therefore, 4,000 aa 
the number who have been working one 
way and another about the mines, any- 
one can figure upon the probable- mini- 
mum output. At the lowest pay of .fl 
per hour a man's wages one season with 
another would come to upwards of 
$10 per day, but at $10 the 4,000 
would earn in a day $40,000. 
in a month $1,200,000, and allowing ten 
monthB' work in a year, $12,000,000! If 
Klondyke only pays wageB that is what 
it Bhould send down next spring 
Would the public bo Burpriaed if gold 
lieldB bo rich returned two dollars for 
every one apent in wages? That 
would give twenty-four miiiiou ! Sup 
pose only fifty thousand people go in 
next summer and all find work, one 
hardly has courage to figure the total 
that they must send out before the close 
of tho century to make their ventures 
profitable. 

" There were four in our party on the 
way out," eaid Mr. Shaw, " and 
we had three doga drawing sledges 
Wo took the very smallest amount of 
outfit possible, and therefore made the 
trip from Dawson to Skagway in the ex 
ceptionally good time of 112 days. There 
waB only about four inches of anow at 
Dawson, but along the trail it increased 
until at the summit it was between four 
and five feet deep. There seems to be 
no reason why hardy men cannot travel 
over this trail all winter. We did not 
suffer from the cold except when we 
were pitching and striking our tents and 
had to work with our hands exposed 
On the inarch and when sleeping we 
were comfortable enough. 

" The life at Dawson has a very waring 
effect, no doubt due to the awful isola- 
tion. The old timers, who have been 
there three or four years, especially those 
who have not made rich strikes, have 
the appearance of premature age, and of 
men wtjo have lost all concern about ihe 
world from which they have been so long 
cut oil'. No oue has any interest except 
his work. The miners go from their 
labor to the little log cabins built on the 
claim, ono for every four men. They 
spend the hours of darkness — from 3 p 
in. to 9 a.m. when t left — in their cabins, 
but they have no artificial light there 
except that supplied from the sheet 
metal stove and perhaps from an im- 
provised taper made from a rag 
or piece of lamp wick stuck 
in a little can of liquid grease 
Candles are too precious to be used in 
the cabinB, being too badly needed in 
the drifts. 

" The miners work by daylight only, 
the fires preparing the. ground for them 
while they eleep. Drifting ia especially 
slow work, as in the drifts fires cannot 
be used on account of trie smoke, and 
the miners therefore make great flat 
stones, as large as can by any means 
be handled, red hot, and then lower 
them into the drift to thaw tho mass 
oi frozen gravel there. While washing 
on an extensive scale can only be done 
in the summer, the miner from time to 
time testa the (Travel he is heaping up, 
by thawing a panful over the Blove in 
his cabin, and with a little water drawn 
through a hole cut in tin; deep ice 
washes it out, thus avoiding tho possi 
bility of spending the winter in heaping 
up an unproductive masH. 

" After the washing season there ia a 
dull time of a couple of months when 
there ia too much wateron the surface to 
permit of sinking or drifting. This is 
spent in laying in a supply of wood for 
the (ires of the next winter, There is 
plenty of wood in the neighborhood of 
the mines, and I heard nothing to indi- 
cate that tho exhaustion of the supply 
in the near future was looked for. 

" Those who go into tho Klondyke 
early in the spring will have tho advan- 
tage of tho longest time possible for 
prospecting, building cabins on their 
claims and getting the wood re- 
quired for their winter opera- 
tions. They cannot really tell be- 
fore tho winter, however, whether or not 
their claims are rich, as when the water 
is riming tho pay streak cannot be 
got at. 

" Thoso who would Eucceed in Klon- 
dyke must make up their minds to say a 
long farewell to tho world and its mod- 
ern conveniences, and to live in the 
plainest possible fashion, for the average 
man's pay permits of no luxuries. It 
costs some $0 or $7 a day to live com- 
fortably. There are in Dawson 
perhaps a hundred gamblers and 
other sharks who are thriving oil' 
the miners' earnings, which they 
fleece from them when tho men seek 
relaxation in the saloons and dance 
halls, whoro they must take shelter 
when thoy go into the town. Prices of 
liquid refreshments keep as high as ever, 
and the supply of whiskey shows no 
Higne of exhaustion, though subject to a 
constant drain at 60 cents for the ordi- 
nary cheer und one dollar for Scotch.''

fields says : " They have been very much 
overrated. Tliero do not seem to be any- 
more paying claims than what yon have 
beard about, and the best a man can do 
is to get a lay— which meaiiB 50 per cent, 
of some claim that bas not been pros- 
pected. Everything in sight bas been 
taken up. WageB having now been cut 
to $10 per day, and food worth all tho 
way from $1 to $2 a pound, there is noth- 
ing in it for a working man." 

A letter dated Dawson (Jity, October 
20, has been received by Joseph Ileanoy 
from his brother William, who went in 
last Bummer with beef for the Yukon. 
He stated that flour was at the date of 
writing worth $100 a sack and candles $1 
each — and very little for sale at that. 
Beef was selling at $1 a pound. He re- 
ports that John and George Baker, Bob 
Brice, Peter Davidson and Joe Goyette 
had arrived two days before he wrote 
and were all in good health. Mr. 
Heaney also mentiona that Harry Mc- 
Cullougb has a very good claim. 

THE If ARMEY'S LIBJIARY. 

Some Standard Works That Will Be Found 
Useful to Everyone Interested in 
Agriculture. 

There ia at the present time a great 
dearth of agricultural literature in the 
homes of the Canadian farmers. In a large 
percentage of them but few hooks of any 
kind are to be found, and the young and 
rising generation have to depend almost 
wholly on the circulating libraries in the 
district to supply literature for such as 
have a taste for reading. These libraries, 
or mechanics' institutes, Sunday schools, 
etc., have done a good work for the masses, 
but there literature is of a general char- 
acter, in order to suit the tastes of the dif- 
ferent classes of readers. In a perusal of 
their catalogues very few books will be 
found which treat directly on the science of 
agriculture, mainly for the reason, 
lamentable though it may lie, that 
such books are not often called for, 
and if a demand were created 
for them a supply would inevitably follow. 
If something can be done to induce the cir- 
culating libraries in rural districts, to 
secure some of t he most advanced agricul- 
tural literature, nothing will be more con- 
ducive to the elevation and progression of 
this the most important of all industries- 
agriculture. 

In order that successful progression may 
be made in any occupation the individual 
must not only profit by his own experience, 
but also by the experience of others. 
There are Done of us who do not owe the 
large bulk of what we know to the efforts 
ami collected experience of others, and if 
we drink deep of their gathered experience 
found in books, and endeavor to profit by 
their successes and failures, we cannot help 
but be ureatly benefited. 

Professional men in their particular call- 
ing find it almost an absolute necessity to 
gather from time to time from the collected 
experience of their fellows in i he same call- 
ing. Should we step into tin' study 
of tie' successful doctor or lawyer 
we should invariably lind the most 
advanced literature, past ami present, 
on bis particular work, lie is constantly 
watching tho wide lirlil of his profession, 
for the latest and most approved methods 
i work. What he has not met within 
his experience some other member has. It 
■> published ami he prolits by the expert- 
nce of others. If such a course is almost 
a necessity on the part of the professional 
man, It should be much more so for tin' 
successful farmer who has a much wider 
Held tu watch. 

Agriculture has reached such a stage that, 
haphazard methods will no longer do. Th'S 
is the age of keen competition and the 
armer who is not alive to the most approv- 
al methods of increasing the production 
iiitl lessening the cost of agricultural pro 
IncLs, must fall behind in the race. Coun- 
ries which have taken the greatest trouble 
n disseminating agricultural knowledge 
have made the greatest advancement. 
Franco is the most progressive and ad- 
vanced of all civilized countries in the mat- 
agricultural education. She has a 
ntion of 38,005,150; her (arms are the 
ultivated in Europe ami her produce 
per head has increased by one-hall in the 
past (pinner of a century, The rural 
inhabitants comprise 7o per cent. 

population, and in comparison with 
the agricultural classes of some of the other 
countries of Europe they are thrifty, inde- 
pendent and hopeful. This is well shown 
from the fact that less than 500,000 have 
emigrated during the past sixty years, 
while in England no less than 8,500,000 have 
left during the same period. Such coun- 
tries as Germany, Holland and Denmark 
all alive to t he fact that in order that 
the whole country should advance they 
must pay particular attention to the agri- 
ral industry. They are doing tins 
mainly by helping the fanner to help hini- 
Agricultural information is dissem- 
inated through various mediums— agricul- 
tural colleges, agricultural associations of 
various kinds, the teaching of agriculture in 
the public schools and the establishing of 
lubllc libraries containing the best works 
ll agriculture. 

At the present time a large number 
f valuable books dealing with agriculture 
i all its phases, are published, some 
f which should be in the library of every 
farmer. Every farmers' institute should 
lldeavor to have a library for the benefit of 
Its members, and add to it from year to 
year. Although the nucleus might consist 
of but a few books at lirst, by .small yearly 
additions it would, in time, assume large 
proportions. There is nothing that would 
create a greater desire for agricultural

DYEA TOWNSITE. 

Claim of Hsnly and Wilson Thrown Out by 
United States Commissioner. 

Washington, Dec. 28. — A decision of 
much importance haB been made by 
Commissioner Herman, of the general 
land office, affecting the town of Dyea, 
Alaska. Tlie towusite is claimed by 
llealy and Wilson under the general 
law allowing 100 acres in Alaska for 
manufacturing and trading purposes. 
These parties claim to have, made their 
location Ion;; prior to any adverse rights, 
rhe commissioner rejected the applica- 
tion for a patent on a number of grounds, 
and says that Die survey of the claim 
was not regularly made. He saj'B that 
a new survey is therefore necessitated, 
and that the case will come up on its 
merits.

Ten Dollars a Day at the Pieseut 
Trices of Provisions a 
Bagatelle. 



A SpM lenient of the Regulations 
Diilicnlty Looked For Trior 
to the CTean-Up. 



How tlie miners' strike will end, is a ques- 
tion tiiKin which as great a diversity of 
opinion appears to be prevail at Dawson as 
upon tlie prospect of provisions running 
out before the spring receipts reach the 
supply stores. Mr. Richard Shaw and tin: 
other Victorians wdio have jtn t arrived witli 
him from the North, having left Dawson 
on November 16, were not sufficiently af- 
fected personally to go into the issue tho- 
roughly, but from the surface view they 
had of tlie situation, they gather that the 
mine owners have tlie cinch on tlie work- 
ing miners, and are likely to remain mas- 
ters. 

The reduction of general mining wages 
from $15 n day to $10 lias la en in contem- 
plation for several months, during which 
time tlie claim owners have perfected their 
organization— which the miners sadly lack. 
They then announced on the L!7t h of Octo- 
ber l hat from that date ?l per hour or if 10 
per day would be the standard wage— the 
miners could take it or not as they pleased. 

" With provisions quoted at from ifl.L'o to 
$2 per pound, the miners do not regard $10 
a day as living wages ; and of course, says 
Mr. Shaw, they have held many meetings 
and entered many vigorous protests, al- 
though the outlook fol a settlement is the 
reverse of favorable. A third mass meet- 
ing of working miners to consider tfie po- 
sition, was convened for the evening of 
November 1(1— on which date Mr. Shaw and 
hi- companions left for Victoria. Although 
lie is thus unable to speak of the outcome, 
Mr. 8ha\v anticipates that it w ill prove as 
futile in results as previous similar gather- 
ings. 

Tlie mine owners are welded together and 
Confident, especially as the fear of hunger 
i-i ever before the miners, and they have 
only two alternatives— of working for the 
wages offered them and thereby earning 
enough to remain in tlie country, or of fac- 
ing tlie terrors of a trip to the coast on 
short provisions. A large numbe.' of min- 
ers, says Mr. Shaw, sealed themselves to 
stand or fall by Ihe outcome of tlie meeting 
of the Kith of November, returning to work 
on tlie understanding that if that meeting 
lecepted $10 as the standard wage they will 
oiler no further objections; but if the 
meeting says $lo they will receive the 
higher ligure. 

The great weakness of the workmen is 
their utter lack oi organization, and thus, 
although more than 3,000 strong at the 
most conservative calculation, they have 
nothing like the power of the few united 
claim-owners. 

With regard to the new mining regula- 
tions as they affect the Klondyke country, 
Mr. Shaw inclines to the opinion that work 
on the northern creeks will not be materi- 
ally retarded at present through the en- 
forcement of the law, although to all the 
miners these regulations are most objec- 
tionable. Tlie general clean-up is not 
until June, and there is a strong feeling in 
the district that before then the govern- 
ment, in response to the representations 
being made, will take some steps in the 
direction of the much desired modifica- 
tions. 

On the way out to the Coast Mr. Shaw's 
party made a living trip, passing no fewer 
than' fifty-five people en route and also 
c miing Coastward. They learned en route 
that the barge-load of mutton sent in by 
Miller, of Juneau, had been caught in the 
ice, and there appropriated by Die wolves of 
the wilderness. 



NEWS OF THE ABSENT ONES. 

Bissett Will Carry Light to Klondyke- 
Letters From Victorians in 
Dawson. 

George Bnssett, one oi the Victorians just 
down from Dawson City, will soon 1»- o» 
his way back to the Yukon. The lack of 
oil and candles for mining purposes at Daw- 
son decided him to make an attempt to get 
a supply into the Yukon. He, therefore, 
with his companions sold out their sup- 
plies for $1.25 a pound and travelled to the 
coast light. By the next steamer, if he can 
make his preparations by then, he will re- 
turn North wilh a supply of nut oil and 
wicks tor miners lamps, and also will take 
with him a stock of candles. Horses will 
''e used fur packing to the summit of the 
Whin- l'ass, and from there with a dog 
train Basset t will push on as rapidly as 
possible to Dawson The nil for conveni- 
ence in packing w.ll be put up in rubber 
bags. 

A private letter to Thomas Hodges states 
that Thomas Tugwell and .1. Delahanty, 
who left Victoria last August . are in good 
luck without going as far as Dawson City 
Tugwell and bis partner, alter crossing 
over the White pass, made their way tu 
Lake Lebarge and as the police saying goes, 
"on information received," determined to 
prospect before trying for Klondyke. The 
result is that they have struck some very 
promising prospects, and now Tugwell is 
staying by the claims ami preparing to 
work them. 



AFFAIRS OF KOSSLAND. 

Eritbh American Corporation Lnys out 
Three Million-The Year's Shipments 
of All mines. 

Rossi.and, Dec. 28 — (Special) — Mayor 
Scott has announced his intention of 
seeking re-election. H. S. Wallnee is al- 
ready in the field and has the support of 
tlie leading business men of the town.

Partridge, 
in the Centre ward, has not been able to 
make up his mind whether he will or 
will not Btand. Consequently the list ia 
at present as follows : 

For Mayor— Chas. E. Redfern, the 
present Mayor, and Joseph \V. Carey. 

North Ward— Aid. Kinsman and per- 
haps Aid. McCandleas. 

Centre Ward— Aid. Stewart, Vigelius 
and maybe Aid. Partridge. 

South Ward-Aid. Wilson and Aid. 
Hall. 

With tbe exceptions of Aid. McCand- 
less and Partridge the aldermen replied 
in the affirmative when asked if they 
had decided to be candidates again thia 
year. As there are three aldermen for 
each ward, it is apparent tiiat there will 
be at least two vacancies to fill, and no 
doubt before long the usual crop of can- 
didates will be in the field. 

There seems to be some likelihood of 
Dr. G. L. Milne being a third candidate 
for the mayoralty. Asked yesterday as 
to the truth of the report that he would 
be in the field, Dr. Milne admitted that 
ho had been urged to run by a number 
of his friends. As to what he would do, 
Dr. Milne seemed undecided, being per- 
sonally dieinclined to aspire to the 
mayor's chair, but uncertain whether he 
would not be obliged to yield to ttie 
wishes of his friends.
